THe general council of the city of Covington, Ky., 
has passed a law whereby “Each person, firm or cor- 
poration selling hardware, stoves or tinware, to be de- 
livered by any wagon or wagons, in the city of Cov- 
ington, shall pay an annual license of $5.00 for each 
one-horse wagon, $10.00 for each two-horse wagon, 
and $15.00-for each three-horse wagon used in said 
business.” A fine of $5.00 is the minimum for viola- 
tion of this ordinance and $25.00 is the maximum. 








Scientists have long been perplexed over the 
seeming contradiction to the laws of nature offered by 
the change of size undergone by water when it passes 
from a vapor to a liquid and thence to a solid. It is 
generally conceded that when material bodies are 
heated they expand, and that when cooled they con- 
tract. When vapor is cooled, however, it contracts 
until it reaches the temperature of 39 degrees F. At 
that point it corhmences to expand, and it is common- 
iy known that ice in forming will crack a pitcher or 
some conductor pipes. The disparity of water was 
supposed to be entirely anomalous until Prof. Leisha 
Gray discovered a few years ago that bismuth pos- 
sessed the same qualifications, and that it would both 
expand and contract) as the temperature was either 
raised or lowered. At that time scientists and scien- 
tific amateurs were much surprised to learn that any 
substance besides water was endowed with this char- 
acteristic, and were quite loath to take bismuth from 
the list of articles which do not contract as they are 
cooled. 
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A recent publication, however, written by Nasmyth 
& Carpenter, two eminent English authorities, proves 
very conclusively to some minds that not only do 
water and bismuth both expand and contract as they 
are cooled or heated, but that other metals and other 
substances act likewise. Both Mr. Nasmyth and Mr. 
Carpenter would account for the fact that the distance 
between the sections of railroad rails is less in summer 
than m winter, by other reasons than the expansion 
and contraction of substances according to the or- 
dinary formula. They believe that a wheel-wright in 
heating the tire of a wheel before placing it upon the 
wheel itself and then allowing it to contract is not 
justified for his action by the actual laws of nature. 
In fact, they believe and try to prove that substances 
do not expand when they are heated or contract when 
they are cooled. 

Whether Messrs. Nasmyth and Carpenter are cor- 
rect in their views or whether the views as concurred 
in by the populace at large are correct, is a matter 
which will hardly be decided within the near future. 
It is notworthy, however, to see just how far some 
of our views may be from the actual truth and to 
realize that perhaps some of the most basic and ele- 
mentary axioms, according to which our daily lives 
are conducted, and our prognostications formed, are 
liable to be diametrically wrong. 








ONE of the many bad results which accrue from the 
use of jobbers’ brands was shown vividly in a com- 
munication recently published in THE 
AMERICAN ARTISAN. Our correspond- 
ent calls himself “Mat.” Mat is a hard- 
ware dealer residing in Texas. He 
had been getting along quite successfully up to 
the time when he made the acquaintance of a 
popular salesman from a large jobbing house. 
This salesman persuaded Mat to take on a 
jobbers’ brand of a line of tools including axes, 
saws, and kindred articles. Mat was cajoled into 
making a leader of this line. He advertised the 
brand, he named special prices and the brand sold. 
He used the brand to sell his other wares. The edge 


tools, rehabilitated by this supreme effort on Mat’s 
part, built up a reputation for the retailer. They 


helped to make Mat’s name known throughout the 
surrounding country. Mat enjoyed a trade which he 
had not previously thought possible. He fairly ran 
away from his only competitor. 

However, the bright dream was not to last long. 
A new salesman was placed in that section of the 
country. The new salesman and Mat had a quarrel 
and the new salesman was told to go forth. He 
crossed the street to Mat’s competitor, who installed 
the brand, under which Mat had been so successful, 
and reaped the harvest sown by Mat. Mat’s trade fell 
back, lacking the leader which Mat had been so as- 
siduous in placing before the public. 

The incident is not unusual. We have heard of a 
great many similar instances. Moreover, it is ex- 
tremely valuable, if only in showing the direful effects 
which may accrue to any dealer from the use of job- 
bers’ brands. Mat’s expérience may be the future ex-

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perience of any nierchant who deals in these specially 
branded articles. A quarrel or other misunderstand- 
ing is always possible and sometimes probable. A 
change of the base of supply is quite often desirable 
for other reasons. The jobbers’ brand can be pur- 
chased from only one source, and in case a change of 
jobbers is made, that line of brand must be relegated 
to the past or to one’s competitor. 

In answer to Mat’s phillipic a correspondent sug- 
gests that Mat’s argument is weak, inasmuch as the 
latter acknowledges that the jobber’s brand was a 
good seller and built up his trade in other lines. It is 
far from our purpose to claim that all jobbers’ brands 
are pernicious. It is undeniably true that some job- 
bers send out leaders for their other branded wares 
and that these leaders are very attractive commodities. 
It is also true that some jobbers insist upon having 
their brands up to the highest possible standard and 
that others insist upon getting and giving the lowest 
possible prices. We acknowledge that this is axiom- 
atic. We simply wish to impress upon our readers 
that jobbers’ brands are upon the whole more ex- 
pensive and less valuable than the same tools with the 
manufacturers’ brands. Mat may have bought one of 
these leaders. It is entirely fair to assume that job- 
bers make leaders of their private brands thereby 
pushing the sale of the line on which they make the 
most profit. Perhaps Mat made a leader of this 
brand himself and realized very little or no profit, 
trusting by this means to build up his other trade. He 
states that he advertised the brand extensively, and 
we are led to assume that he made price concessions. 
There is absolutely no reason for assuming that, be- 
cause this brand was popular under Mat’s treatment, 
all jobbers’ brands are good. There is no reason for 
assuming that because it was successfully pushed by 
advertising and perhaps financial inducements, manu- 
facturers’ brands under the same conditions would not 
have been more profitable. 


Another correspondent believes that Mat -should 
have continued selling this brand by ordering through 
the mails. That recourse was of course open. He 
might have discontinued all_relations with his adver- 
sary, the new salesman, and yet have carried the 
branded leader as before. We believe, however, that 
the salesman is a fixed institution and that his visits 
are not only desirable but at the present time almost 
necessary. The drummer can sell more easily than 
the catalogue; the dealer can buy to better advantage 
and with less inconvenience from the drummer. 

And then, looking at the matter from another stand- 
point, why in the wide world should any dealer place 
himself in Mat’s position? Why should he nurture a 
treacherous cffspring, like the famous goat, which 
brought up a harmless cub wolf at great inconvenience, 
only to be killed and-eaten, when the wolf had attained 
full size? Why should the dealer take it upon him- 
self to exploit a line of wares which are not so good 
as the regular lines, which cost more for production, 
and of which customers for the most part have never 
heard? Why should he foster a system which may 
destroy his entire business in order to gratify a jobbers’ 
whim or to build up a monopoly over which the job- 
ber will have absolute and unbounded control?

Brands 


The question of the employment of private brands by hardware jobbers, instead of the reg- 


ular brands used by the manufacturers themselves, has been agitated more freely of late than 


ever before. As a rule we find that manufacturers and retailers are solidly opposed to their use. 


To THE AMERICAN ARTISAN. 


From the standpoint of a manufacturer, under which ap- 
pellation 1 am to be classed, I should say that private brands 
are not especially pernicious. We make private brands and 
we make money on them. Our output is made up principally 
of only the highest grade of tools. Worn out material, how- 
ever, waste materials and poor workmen are always in evi- 
dence around any large manufacturing establishment. When 
any of these ingredients are used, the tools which they pro- 
duce are what are commonly known as second, third, fourth 
or fifth grade articles. These tools are what we sell to the 
jobbers with the jobbers brand. We are ashamed to put our 
own brand on them. This is actually the truth. Every tool 
which goes out of our factory and which we consider high 
class, bears our name and our name alone. Every tool which 
is not first class bears a jobber’s name. Of course, our own 
brands and the jobbers’ brands sell at exactly the same price, 
although we could guarantee that the production of the tools 
which bear our name cost almost four times as much as any 
of our lower grade products. 

As I mentioned before, I am rather satisfied with the 
present state of affairs, and I believe that our position in the 
matter is one of proud indifference. The jobbers are not 
paying any more for our second, third, fourth and fifth grade 
products at the present time than we got for these products 
before the jobbers started using their private brands. Our 
profit would be the same if we sold these lower grade tools 
without the jobbers’ brand. I think it is rather amusing, 
however, to see how the-retailers and the consumers are al- 
lowing themselves to be imposed upon by people, who while 
pretending to be their friends, are actually their worst 
enemies. ‘

TO THE AMERICAN ARTISAN. 

I have been reading your editorials and communications 
on special brands from week to week, and I am surprised that 
no one has brought up the point that a number of large job- 
bers are having some of their private brands made by more 
than two or three different manufacturing concerns. All of 
these tools are exactly similar. Moreover, the same identical 
brand is used for ail. 

The quality is sometimes radically different, however, as 
I noticed in comparing a tool which we sold to a jobber with 
the jobbers’ brand, with the same tool which was furnished by 
another manufacturing concern. I am nothing of a moralist, 
I don’t pretend to a high system of ethics, and for that mat- 
ter, I will have to confess that I haven’t gone to church for 
the last nine months, but this condition of affairs would be 
the height of criminality if it were not so highly ridiculous. 

Think of it. Let us take a saw, for instance. (Let me re- 
mark right here in justice to other manufacturers that I do 
not make saws.) A saw is a tool which perhaps above all 
others, requires efficiency, the highest quality of steel, the 
finest and most skillful workmanship, etc. Suppose a jobber 
has his brand of saws made by two or three concerns (and 
I happen to know that this is actually the case with at least 
one jobber). The jobber furnishes his retailer with twenty 
saws which happen to come from the factory which turns out 
the highest grade of this tool for the price. Mr. Retailer sells 
these saws, and let us suppose that they give entire satisfac- 
tion. Mr. Retailer accordingly sends to the jobber and orders 





twenty more. The jobber sends twenty saws which happen 
to come from the one of these three manufacturing concerns 
which turns out the poorest grade. Mr. Retailer sells his 
second shipment of saws with the highest recommendation, 
judging from his experience with first lot. The users of the 
second twenty discover that the saws are of poor material, 
that they dull quickly and work hard. The dealers gets a 
black eye and C’est tout. 

I am wonderfully surprised that the retailers stand for 
all this. They are the ones to suffer, although the manufac- 
turers feel as though things are not going exactly their own 
way; but the retailer makes absolutely no profit out of the 
system, and he has to put up with all the kicks. The con- 
sumer, of course, is the one who actually has to pay for the 
jobbers’ inordinate revenue, but if ‘the consumer is not satis- 
fied, the retailer usually hears from him, and hears from him 
good and hard and substantially. 

We all thought that the retailers were good things until 
they formed their association. Unless they take some action 
to curtail the special brand system, most people who know 
anything about the matter, will revert to their former opinion 
concerning the lack of shrewdness of the retailers.

TO THE AMERI“AN ARTISAN. 

I have been reading your letters about private brands 
with a great deal of interest. I especially admire your recent 
editorial on the matter, proving that under present methods 
the word “brand” has lost all its ordinary meaning and now 
means nothing more than the stamp of an express company. 

For my part, I have never bought any private brands and 
never expect to. Our firm has been getting along quite well 
for a number of years using the old established brands, and 
I am not anxious at all to introduce to any of my customers 
tools which I know nothing about, and which nobody else 
knows anything about. , 

I was talking with a manufacturer the other day, and he 
told me that this year he was not making any special brand 
for a certain jobber. He said that last year he had been 
making a hammer for them. He said that next year he 
would get the contract again, and that the year after it 
would go to another man, and the year after that he'd. get it. 
This manufacturer gets the contracts every other year. On 
the off years a competitor of his gets it. The man whom I 
was talking to said that about eight years ago he started 
selling hammers at’ $11.00 a gross, the jobber sold them for 
something like $16.00. This is not part of the story. After 
the first year, this jobber told the manufacturer that he 
wouldn’t sign a contract for another year and started in get- 
ting his hammers from another firm who was selling them 
for $10.50. 

The year after the first manufacturer got the contract 
for $10.00. The price now is something between $8.00 and 
$9.00 a gross. The jobber’s price for these same hammers 
is about $17,000. 

The manufacturer who I was talking to said that so far 
as he was concerned, he was making just as much for a 
$8.00 or $9.00 hammer as he was for the $11.00 hammer. 
Because of the steel, the hammer wasn’t so good as it used 
to be, and he didn’t have such good workmen. He said 
though the jobber didn’t know the difference,.or if he did, 
he didn’t say anything, and it wasn’t the manufacturer’s part 
to point these things out. “R. E. Tamer.”

-The convention 
was called to order by President E. M. Parry. At the 
conclusion Ludwig Nissen of New York read a paper 
on “Governmental Relation to Public Franchises.” D. 
A. Tompkins of Charlotte, N. C., then delivered some 
lucid remarks on “The Present and Future of Cotton, 
from the Plantation to the Loom.” In the afternoon 
David Davenport of Bridgeport, Conn., commented 
upon “The Necessity for Organization, National and 
Local.” On Wednesday Secretary Metcalfe of the 
U. S. Department of Commerce and Labor delivered 
an address, very interesting and edifying.

His extermination from the precincts of the 
dwelling is highly to be desired. 

Several methods have been invented. Some of them 
have proved successful. One of the latter class is the 
American door catch manufactured by the American 
Hardware & Mfg.

It is evident, how- 
ever, that the manufactur- 
ers mean to maintain the 
high standard which earn- 
ed for them the Grand 
Prize and Gold Medal at 
the Louisiana Purchase 
Exposition last fall. 

Figs. 1 and 2 of the accompanying illustrations-show 
some of these improve- 
ments, Fig. 3 showing a 
cross section. Formerly the 
ball tips were riveted to the 
pintles, making it necessary 
in order to take the hinge 
apart, to file off the rivet 
head at the top or bottom 
ball tip. This operation 
was somewhat inconven- 
ient. By means of the 
Bommer improvements 
this riveting is entirely 
done away with. A pintle 

Fig. 3. with threaded ends is used, 
and the thread of the ball tip forming the nut, is of 
a different pitch from that of the 
_pintle efids. Thus, a sufficiently 
rigid hold is obtained to prevent 
the pintle and ball tip from un- 
screwing, and thus considerable 
force is used, without, however, in- 
juring the threads, even after the 
hinge is several times taken apart. 

This improvement is a conven- 
ience to hardware merchants who 
are distant from the factory, as 
they are thereby enabled when in 
immediate need of Bommer hinges 

Fig. 1. of a finish which they do not hap- 
pen to have in stock, to have hinges of any finish they 
do carry in stock taken apart and refinished by any 
local plater. Thus, their stock can be reduced with, 
out, however, affecting the variety or the size of the 
hinges which they offer for sale.

THE FREIGHT COMMITTEE. 

The freight committee of the American Hardware Manu- 
facturers’ Association has been doing some very thorough 
work since its appointment, in the line of collecting informa- 
tion and material for the purpose of formulating a plan of 
action, and has in hand an immense amount of data from 
which good results can be expected in the future. 

In speaking of the progress of the committee’s work 
one of the members said recently that so far the most im- 
portant matters under consideration were the following: 
Delay in shipments, settlement of claims, freight classifica- 
tior and stealings. 

In the matter of delay in carrying goods, a number of 
cases have been cited showing that it is quite the common 
thing, for instance, for a New England shipment to be en 
route three weeks for Pennsylvania points. On the second 
subject—the settlement of claims—it has been stated that 
it seems practically impossible to get even the most reason- 
able claims for loss or damage of goods, overcharges, etc., 
adjusted unless suit was threatened. The different classifi- 
cations of freight that prevail in different sections of the 
country, is another great source of annoyance, and the open- 
ing of packages at different shipping points by freight in- 
spectors is apparently responsible directly or indirectly for 
the fourth trouble—loss by stealing. 

On each of these subjects a large amount of evidence 
has been received, together with many valuable suggestions 
as to methods for correcting these and other evils.

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Heating and Ventilating 


To THE AMERICAN ARTISAN. 

I would like to ask the readers of THE AMERICAN 
ARTISAN for advice on the enclosed plan. A merchant 
in my city has a store in which he wants some im- 
provement made in the heating. It is at present heat 
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ed with a large Round Oak stove, which is ample to 
heat the building in cold weather with the exception 
of the office. The office is located in the extreme 
northwest corner of the building it is 7x10 feet in size, 
it is enclosed by a glass casing, which only runs up 
7 feet. There is an opening for a door but no door; 
door is marked A, consequently some heat gets into 
the office, but in real cold weather it gets uncomfort- 
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able. The stove being a direct draft stove so much 
of the heat goes up the flue. In order to save some 
of this heat we intend:to enclose part of the horizontal 
pipe with a drum, bring the cold air from the office 
through a 6x8-inch register face and 6-inch pipe un- 
der the floor until we get to the drum, connect with 
collar on one end by bringing 6-inch pipe through the 
floor ; on the opposite end will take an 8-inch hot air 
pipe and lead to center of office. All the pipe will be 
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of planished iron on account of tin pipe being colored 
from the heat. From floor to ceiling is 11 feet, from 
top of smoke pipe entering chimney to ceiling is 2 
feet, from center of office to stove is 17 feet. I have 
heated rooms on a furnace level with perfect success, 
but in this case I am in doubt as the glass casing sur- 
rounding the office does not run to the ceiling. 
Hoping the readers of THe AMERICAN ARTISAN 
will give me their ideas if this will be a success, I am,

We are in receipt of a small pamphlet from the Kel- 
sey Heating Co., Syracuse, N. Y., and note amongst 
other interesting descriptive matter that this firm 
made only three heaters in 1889. In 1904 there were 
25,000 of these heaters in successful operation, and 
more than 2,500 of these were being used in the home 
city, Syracuse, N. Y. There was an increase of 50 per

cent of the sales in Canada for 1904 as compared to 
1903. 

The manufacturers request the reader to-note espe- 
cially, in the accompanying illustration, the long down 
draft of their heater ; its great area of heating surface ; 
the great ease with which it can be cleaned out; the 
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fact that the air cannot pass through sections without 
being warmed and that the fire must travel around 
each section. They state that this heater contains 
three times as great an area of heating surface and 
warm air capacity as what they term an ordinary hot 
air furnace with the same fire pot capacity and grate 
area.

F-R-H is also 45°. R-H-F is a right angle go°. That 
problem is worked out by using line A-F and line A-O 
of the pattern for the top covering of a cornice (as 
described ).

The line A-O is a diagonal of the rectangle, dividing 
the rectangle into two similar triangles. A-F-O is one 
triangle, right-angled at F, 90°. Angle F-A-O is 54°. 
The angle A-O-F is 36° I will explain how to read 
these degrees without using any scale or any pro- 
tractor, such as you would have to buy. I will use the 
circle, Fig. 5, already described. O is the radius. 
Every circle is supposed to be divided in 360 equal 
parts, called degrees. A semi-circle ts 180°, and a 
quadrant go°. Every corner of the rectangle contains 
go°. The diagonal A-O divides the rectangle into two 
similar triangles. Each triangle must contain 180°, 
because the rectangle contains 360°. F, a corner of 
the rectangle is by construction a right angle, or go°. 
The combined value of the other two angles must be 
90°. How to find the value: 360 divided by 5, the 
number of sides of the pentagon, equals 72°. A-O-B 
is an arc, one-fifth of the circumference; O is the 
point at the center; the angle contains 72°. The line 
O-F extended divides the arc A-O-B into two equal 
parts, and consequently cuts the angle into two equal 
parts. Then the angles A-O-F and F-O-B are equal. 
Each angle contains 36°. The angles O-A-F and 
O-B-F are equal. Each angle contains the difference 
between 90° and 36°, 54°. 
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Note.—In every description the middle letter is 
used to denote the joining of the lines which com- 
prise the angle. 

These angles I have just described are the angles of 
the pentagon on a plane surface. Any two adjacent 
sides of the pentagon on the plane surface contain 
144°. Any one of the four sides of the paper pattern 
you have formed is similar to any one of the five sides 
of the pentagon. The angles do not change value in 
forming+the angle at the base is 54°, the angle at the 
top 72°—but in forming the paper pattern any two 
adjacent sides form an angle of 108° at the base, 
measured up on the slope. The base on which the 
paper stands is a square. A-B is one side of the 
square. The hip angle of the paper pattern is sim- 
ilar to the angle A-O-F. A-F is equal to the rise 
R-H. The problem can be stated, the angle A-O-F is 
the diagonal of a cube. Constructed on the line A-F, 
side of a square, diagonal of a square A-H, elevation 
R-H, equal to A-F, side of square. Thus proving the 
diagonal of a cube is 36°. 

Bisect the sides of pentagon, and construct the deca- 
gon—polygon of ten sides. 

TO INSCRIBE A PENTAGON IN A CIRCLE. 

Fig. 6. The illustration, Fig. 6, is another way to 
obtain the same pattern as Fig. 5. The size is differ- 
ent. The plan and elevation is shown combined. 
A-B-C is a triangle. Right angled at B. B-C is the 
base. B-A is the perpendicular height. A-C is the 
hypothenuse. This triangle in plan is one-half 
of a square. A-C is a diagonal. Draw the line A-O 
perpendicular to A-C. Join O-C, and from O as 
center, radius O-C, describe the circle as shown. A 
pentagon is to be inscribed in the circle. Twice the 
distance B-C, measured on a straight line, is applied 
as a chord of an arc, five times in the circle. Lines 
joining the points form the pentagon. The hip of any 
four-hipped figure, square in plan, is the hypothenuse 
of a triangle. The distance from one corner of the 
square to the center of a diagonal line is the base. 
The rise is the altitude drawn perpendicular to the 
diagonal, the line joining the extreme points of those 
lines, is the length of hip, as O-C in the figure. In 
this case the rise is A-O, equal to B-C, one-half the 
side of the base of square, called half pitch. On the 
circumference of the circle points are shown from 
which lines can be drawn to form a decagon—a poly- 


gon of ten sides.

THE CHICAGO IRON MARKET. 


From all sections we hear reports that the dead- 
lock in the demand for pig iron continues perhaps to 
a greater extent than was the case last year. Various 
excuses are offered, the principal one being that a 
period such as the present is not an opportune one 
for buying. There is little question but what con- 
sumers feel that the market is now upon a downward 
trend, and they are accordingly not tempted by price 
concessions such as the $13.00 Birmingham basis to 
which Southern furnaces have descended. Consumers 
whose demands are well covered into the third quar- 
ter of the present year are, of course, not in the mar- 
ket. Consumers whose stocks on hand have been de- 
pleted are buying in very small lots and for prompt 
deliveries with the expectation that prices will not hold 
their present height. 

The fears expressed in the last three issues of this 
publication that at the present time the production of 
pig iron was in excess of the consumption and that the 
stocks on hand were increasing rather than decreasing, 
have been fully warranted by the preliminary statistics 
for the month of April, which have come to hand. 
The production of coke and anthracite iron during 
this month is reported at 1,922,041 tons, a daily rate 
in excess of that for March. The capacity of coke 
and anthracite furnaces on May Ist was 451,331 tons 
a week as against 439,564 tons on April 1st. There 
was an increase of 17,000 tons in merchant furnace 
stocks of coke iron in April. If the production goes 
on during the rest of May as it did in April or even if 
it appraches that mark, there is absolutely no question 
but what the stocks on hand at the beginning of June 
will be greatly increased. There is evidence, how- 
ever, that the production will not continue at its pres- 
ent rate and we learn in this connection that three 
important furnaces in the Central Wést have gone 
out for re-lining during the past week. It is expect- 
ed that more will follow. 

Prices on Southern iron have declined to $13.00 
Birmingham for No. 2 foundry or $16.65 Chicago. 
Northern No. 2 iron are being held at between $17.25 
and $17.50. There is almost no buying being done 
at either price. The shading of prices indulged in 
by the Southern interests has retarded rather than 
augmented the buying movement. It is said that 
foundry men are well covered for the next six weeks 
and prefer waiting for that length of time for further 
developments. Most of them, however, have not yet 
covered for their wants during the second half. 

Boston reports indicate that the market is in a 
condition to weaken still further, though the price 
of $13.00 Birmingham is said to be due principally 
to speculative manipulation, largely in connection with 
the pig iron warrants. In New York strong com- 
petition develops shading of the official prices. Re- 
cent purchases have been few and for small tonnages. 
The Philadelphia market shows little life, and sellers 
are offering reductions of 25 cents a ton. 
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Report. 


Rails and track supplies are selling quite well and 
something like 7,000 tons were placed in Chicago with 
the Carnegie mill last week. Light sections and track 
supplies are in better demand than at any time dur- 
ing the last year and a half. 

The contract for the Baldwin building at the corner 
of LaSalle and Monroe Sts., Chicago, will call for 
1,900 tons of structural shapes. Several other con- 
tracts let during the last week bring the total up to 
between 2,000 and 3,000 tons. Outside of these con- 
tracts the market was quiet. Premiums are no longer 
paid for plates and mills are now in a position where 
they can go out after new business. Specifications 
continue heavy, but nag contracts were let. It is ex- 
tremely hard to have new orders delivered during the 
next three months. 





PIG IRON. 


Rogers, Brown & Co., iron merchants, will say in 
their weekly report: 


With the exception of good orders placed by the rail- 
roads and some medium-sized general business in the East, 
the week has been quiet. ; Inquiries and sales are at a mimi- 
mum and there is a marked waiting attitude exhibited on 
the part of both buyers and sellers. In the absence of actual 
transactions, it has been pointed out that the present lull is 
attributable to each of several different causes, but viewed 
broadly it cannot be traced to any particular one. A com- 
bination of circumstances and sentiment is responsible for it, 
and on many sides it is judged to be more of a satisfactory 
reaction than otherwise. 

That consumers are covered completely until July, and 
that the amount of iron contracted for during the last 
six months is very small, are recognized facts and should re- 
sult in an increased buying movement in the near future. The 
exact amount of iron on contracts which will lap over in 
delivery after the first of July is another item for considera- 
tion. 

Contrasted with the quietness in pig iron and coke, the 
brisk trade in finished products continues, and in heavier lines 
is remarkable. Mills and shops are running full time, with 
such business ahead as places them in a very comfortable po- 
sition. There seems to be a ratio between weight in manu- 
factured material and demand for it, which decreases as the 
weight decreases. No change is yet evident in the rate as 
regards consumption, which is proceeding in a most satisfac- 
tory manner. In the next month or six weeks crop reports 
will have a large influence in determining policy, and within 
that time it is expected a marked change will be noted. 

Pig iron and coke are both moving freely, the latter bet- 
ter than at any time since the first of the year, although the 
recent storms of unusual severity have had their effect in 
some quarters. 





Matthew Addy & Co., iron merchants, will say in 
their weekly report: 


It is quite evident that consumers are coming nearer and 
nearer to the time when they must go into the market for 
fresh supplies of pig iron. The increase in inquiry demon- 
strates this. There are at the present time a great many 
consumers of pig iron who are feeling the market. They 
are posting themselves on current conditions. Only a very 
inconsiderable amount of iron was sold for delivery over the 
second half of the year, when the big buying movement oc- 
curred in the late winter. Some consumers may have a little 
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in stock to carry them along for a short time, but the great 
bulk must buy presently or shut down. 

During the week there have been no significant transac- 
tions in pig iron. There has been buying right along, mainly 
of a small retail nature. All the buying that has been done 
has been on the basis of $13, f. o. b. Birmingham, for No. 2 
foundry, and nearly all purchases are for nearby shipment. 

Coke just now is decidedly more active than pig iron. 
Contracts not only for prompt shipment but for shipment 
over the last half of the year are being freely made. 





SHEETS. 


There have been no marked changes in the market 
whatever on sheet steel and metals in the past week. 
The iron merchants’ metal supply houses in Chicago, 
with one or two exceptions, are not affected by the 
strike, and are all making prompt shipments. 

The independent nail mills at their recent meeting 
reaffirmed the present prices, and it is understood are 
completing arrangements to prevent any demoraliza- 
tion in the nail market. 

The movement on foot to consolidate alf of the in- 
dependent sheet and tin plate mills, looks as though it 
might go through; practically every independent mill 
was represented and nearly all of them signed a paper 
signifying their willingness to give the option desired. 
It is not known who is to take over these mills, but it 
is surmised that it will either be the United States 
Steel Corporation or the Republic Iron Steel Co., in 
the event of this deal going through, and regardless of 
who takes over the mills, there will be a material 
strengthening in the market with a likelihood of high- 
ef prices.

‘ OLD MATERIAL. 


No lists were closed during the last week, and it is 
hard to state definitely just how strong or how weak 
the market is, or what prices will be quoted. Dealers 
do not agree upon any fixed schedule. It is evident 


that until action of some kind occurs in the pig iron 
and bar markets, no decisive change of policy is to be 


expected in scrap iron circles. Quotations are slight- 
ly changed from last week, and with the reservation 
that a good-sized order will very likely soften the 
market considerably, we quote as follows: Old iron 
rails, $18.50 to $19; old steel rails, 4 feet and over, 


°$14 to $14.50; old steel rails, less than 4 feet, $13 to 
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$13.50; heavy relaying rails, subject to inspection, 
$22.25 to $22.75; heavy relaying rails, for side tracks, 
$19.50 to $20; old car wheels, $15 to $15.50; heavy 
melting steel scrap, $12.50 to $13; frogs, switches and 
guards, $12.50 to $13; mixed steel, $10 to $10.50.

WIRE NAILS. 


At the meeting of the independent manufacturers 
of wire products held at Chicago on May 11th, steps 
were taken to counteract the weakness which has de- 
veloped in these lines during the last three months, 
owing to the operations of speculators’ who bought 
heavily last fall. There is little question but what the 
demand, especially for wire nails, during the past 
two months has not realized the hopes of a great many 
producers. This lethargy on the part of the con- 
suming public, together with the overstocks of jobbers 
and the speculative buying and selling has resulted in 
a market which may be characterized as decidedly 
weak. The question was raised at this meeting as to 
whether it would not be decidedly wise to raise prices 
in order to counteract the weakening tendency, but 
the independents were unable to secure the co-opera- 
tion of the American Steel & Wire Co., the leading 
producer. It was decided, however, by the Independ- 
ent and the trust to exert every effort to prevent shad- 
ing of prices, and to this end it is probable that pro- 
duction will be curtailed. 





CHICAGO HARDWARE SCRAPS. 


Reports from Chicago hardware jobbers indicate 
that the rosy prospects which the heavy trading dur- 
ing the month of March seemed to hold forth for the 
succeeding month, will not be realized. Trading dur- 
ing the last few weeks both by wholesalers and retail- 
ers has fallen off perceptibly, though not dangerously. 
It is hard to say whether this reaction is entirely due 
to the teamsters’ strike which is now taking place in 
Chicago or whether it is simply another phase of the 
general inertia which seems to be affecting the whole 
iron market. Conditions in Chicago are undeniably 
worse than those in other sections of the country. 
Eastern hardware fields are strong and flourishing. 
From St. Louis and the more southerly climes, we 
learn that the markets are uniformly strong, but that 
demand has fallen off to a slight degree within the 
last two weeks. Minnesota and the Northwest show 
the same general condition.
